Re:  Fox River Study Group Donation to the Indian Creek Watershed 

Planning Project 

 

 

In February 2020, the CMAP Board approved contracts with multiple vendors to provide 

Advisory Civil Engineering Services and Municipal Finance and Administrative Services for 

CMAP on a pre-approval basis.  CMAP is currently negotiating with one of these vendors, 

Geosyntec Consultants (Geosyntec), to provide water quality civil engineering professional 

services.  

 

CMAP entered into an Intergovernmental Agreement with the Illinois Environmental 

Protection Agency in November 2019 to complete the Indian Creek Watershed-based Plan.    

Primary requirements of this project were the identification of annual pollutant loads by source 

or land use type, identification of site-specific best management practice (BMP) 

recommendations and associated estimated pollutant load reductions and costs, and the 

identification of watershed-wide BMP scenarios recommended for implementation along with 

associated estimated pollutant load reductions and costs.   

 

CMAP has selected Geosyntec to assist it in this work based on the ongoing work this vendor 

has been performing in updating the HSPF (Hydrological Simulation Program-Fortran) model 

for the Fox River watershed as part of the Fox River Water Quality Model Update project for 

CMAP and the Fox River Study Group (FRSG).   

 

An initial phase of the Indian Creek project that would have required the HSPF model 

simulation time to be extended from 2011 to 2016 has already been completed under the FRSG’s 

existing contract with Geosyntec. It is CMAP’s intent to leverage the work already completed 

by Geosyntec on updating the HSPF model to achieve greater efficiency of project funds.   

 

In support of the FRSG’s work and CMAP’s work in the Fox River Basin and the Indian Creek 

Watershed, the FRSG Board has approved the contribution of $51,500 to CMAP to support this  
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work.  The total cost of the project will be $69,000, for which CMAP will be contributing $17,500 

provided by Illinois EPA agreement 604192. 

 

It is recommended that the Board approve the acceptance of $51,500 from the Fox River Study 

Group to complete this work.

Re:  Contract Approval for Planning and Programming Consulting Services 

 

The Chicago Metropolitan Agency for Planning (CMAP) seeks consulting services related to a 

wide variety of planning tasks and projects. These services will provide assistance for various 

CMAP planning and programming projects and initiatives, which may include planning as well 

as implementation of completed plans.  The RFQ included the 22 focus areas listed below: 

• Comprehensive plans   

• Downtown, neighborhood, subarea, and site plans  

• Transportation plans for downtowns, neighborhoods, corridors, and subareas   

• Transit oriented development plans 

• Transit corridor plans 

• Bicycle and pedestrian-focused transportation plans   

• Parking management and pricing plans   

• Sustainability plans 

• Climate mitigation and adaptation plans   

• Water related plans 

• Housing plans 

• Zoning ordinances, subdivision ordinances, and unified development ordinances   

• Special funding districts 

• Economic development plans 

• Local road safety plans   

• Grant preparation and grant management 

• Planning visualizations, illustrations, and drawings 

• Market analysis  

• Public outreach and engagement and community engagement plans 

• Training and professional development 

• Staff augmentation 

• Assistance with other planning issues 
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CMAP declined to award contracts for transit oriented development plans; transit corridor 

plans; sustainability plans; water-related plans; housing plans; special funding districts; 

economic development plans; grant preparation and grant management; training and 

professional development and assistance with other planning issues.  CMAP reserves the right 

to award contracts for these unawarded focus areas or release individual RFQ’s for these focus 

areas in the future.   

Request for Qualifications 

A Request for Qualifications (RFQ) was sent to potential contractors and posted to the CMAP 

website on February 20, 2020. Individual firms were invited to submit qualifications for one or 

more services being requested from the list above. A pre-bid conference webinar was conducted 

on February 26, 2020.  On April 1, 2020, CMAP received responses from the fifty-five 

consultants listed below:

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Review Process 

Responses were reviewed and scored separately by eight members of CMAP staff. The 

following criteria were used in evaluating submissions: 

 

1. The demonstrated record of experience of the contractor in providing the 

professional services identified. Contractors should identify which of the types of 

services they have experience in and provide a demonstrated record for those 

areas. Contractors are not expected to demonstrate a record of experience for all 

focus areas.   

2. The quality and relevance of the examples of similar work for the types of services 

listed for criteria number 1. 

3. The contractor’s approach to the professional services described in the scope of 

services.  

4. The contractor’s acknowledgement and integration of the principles of ON TO 

2050 into its response. 

 

CMAP received a large number of qualified responses in several of the focus areas.  

CMAP limited the number of firms selected in each focus area to align the anticipated 

numbers of vendors required with the anticipated volume of work over the contract 

period. 

 

Recommendations for Qualification 

CMAP has selected at least three (3) and as many as nine (9) firms for each category based on 

the number of anticipated projects in that focus area, with the exception of Staff Augmentation 

where all but three (3) qualified firms were selected. 

 

Based upon the evaluation by CMAP staff, the consultants scores and staff recommendations, 

grouped by focus area, are provided below. The tables are divided into two categories: Selected 

Vendors and Non-Selected Vendors.  The recommended thirty-nine (39) consultants include 

eight (8) Disadvantaged Business Enterprise (DBE) consultants and fourteen (14) consultants 

that have not previously worked with CMAP.
